St. Petersburg, Oct. 12.— Severe 
llctating nortli of Tentai, resulti'iiK In 

n ttmporary cliock of Cifn. Kuropat- 
kioB advance guard, of which the 
press correspondent at Mukden ' tele- 
srapbed the first news, is not regard' 
ed at the war office as indicating a 
general engagement. The latest offl' 
clal dispatches indicating the dlsposi 
lion of the various corps shows that 
the whole army is not yet in line ol 
tiatlle. The present engagement may 
therefore be regarded as tlie result ol 
a counter attack which an enterpris 
ing foe like the Japanese might be ex 
pected to make, but without any cal 
(illation to provont the Russian ad 
vaiici'. Gen. Kuropatkin's present su 
periority in numbers, it is held here 
is bound socmer or later to compel the 
Japanese to fall back upon theit 
sCronf; positions within the triaii^'lt 
formc(i by Yriitai. l.iao Yang and Syk 
wantun. Kvn-ything points to that 
district as being the prospective scene 
of the decisive struggle of this year's 
campaign. Strategic reasons of the 
most weighty character render it im 
pcratlve for the Russians, as well as 
for the Japanese, to bestow their chief 
attention upon the country east of the 
railway. 

lite Russians are compelled to this 
course because the railroad runs north 
eastward and hence lines of communi 
cation are more vulnerable' from the 
owst. The Japanese are influenced by 
a similar consideration, but the rail- 
road no longer plays a foremost part 
in their plans. In view of the ap- 
proaching close of navigation at Yin 
kow and of the fact that the line from 
Piteewo is long and cumbersome and 
liable to interruption, they must con- 
silver Feng Wang Cheng and Taku 
Shan as the source of supplies during 
the wlntef, and with this in view the 
eastern communications of Liao Yang 
are of the utmost lmportanc<'. The 
Yeiitai triangle is admirably situated 
to protect them. Field Marshal Oya- 
ma must therefore hold this triangle 
at all coists. The problem confronting 
Q«n. kuropatkln In the immediate tn- 
ture is the capture of the fortified 
heights composing this triangle where 
tiie Japanese will have the advantage 
of fighting behind breastworks and 
utllislBg their luperiority in mountain 
guns. The general superiority of the 
Japanese in mountain operations is 
conceded. The Russian commander 
undoubtedly is aware of the ditllcul 
ties of the task before him, has rneas 
ured them well, and is confident of 
bis ability to overcome them.

James Tobin Convicted and Sentenced 
to the Penitentiary. 



Cairo, 111., Oct. ■ 12.— James Tobln 
was convicted in the United States 
court here on the charge of using the 
mails to defraud, and was stntcTicnd 
to a term in the penitentiary. Tobin's 
victims were Chicago real estate men. 
Tobin represented to them that he 
lived in Minnesota and that he knew 
of some valuable land that was owned 
by certain heirs in Illinois and Indi- 
ana, who, not knowing the value of 
the land, would oluse out cli< ap. The 
Chicago men tntered the deal and 
from each place where an heir was 
supposed to live Tobin sent for money 
to close the sale. After receiving a 
considerable amount in this manner 
Tobin disappeared, but was discover- 
od and tlnally captured at Linton, ind.

A Minority Report Was Made By the 
Committee Permitting the Present 
Canon to Remain as It la 
With One Exception. 

Hoston, Oct, 12, --.A propos-i'(l change 
in the canon of the episcopal church, 
whereby clergymen are forbidden to 
remarry any person who has been di- 
vorced, was discussed for two hour* 
by the house of deputies at Tuesday's 
session of the EpiRcoi)al general con- 
vention. Till' bouse of dcputits was 
sitting as a commit tee of tht- whole, 
and the consideration of the subject, 
regarded as one of the most important 
to come before tho present convention, 
will he taken up from tinif to time 
until the matter is Anally disposed of. 
The present canon on uiarria.ije per- 
mits the remarriage of the innocent 
person in a divorce suit wherein infl- 
lielity is alleged. For some time thero 
has been a strong sentiment in the 
church that the cleruy sI mmM not re- 
marry even the iiiiKM ' iit persim. 

The committee on canons, of which 
Rev. Dr. F. P. Davenport, of Memphir, 
Tenn., is chairman, presented an 
amendment to the present canon for- 
bidding remarriage of any persons 
who have been divorced. A minority 
rei)ort periuliting the present canon 
to remain as it is with the exception 
of an added provision for the presen- 
tation of court eTideaoe when an ap- 
plicant for remarriage appears before 
a clergyman, was submitted by Rev. 
Dr. J. Lewis Parks, of New York, and 
others. 

Rev. .Tohn Williams, of Omaha, Neb,, 
said: "I do not want ttf give the ben- 
ediction of the Church of Ood to a 

marriage as to which I am in doubt. 
I am in doubt about the passage in 
St. Mathews gospel, but I taKe the 
position that what Uud can not bless, 
no priest, bishop or even a pope can 
bleas." 

Rev. O. B. Van Waters, of Portland 

Ore,, in a fervent address, declared 
that the divorce reformers of th« 
church wei" re(|\iiring nwire that 
Christ himself required, and that sucfc 
a canon as the majority report pro 
posed would drive persons to other de 
nominations. Ho advocated lettiSi 
"Well enough alone."
